During the month of September our 
people will be supplied with pure water 
from the new filter plant of the Louis- 
ville Water Company. This means a 
great deal. Pure water is as essential to 
life as pure air, and when the new fiUer 
plant is completed no city of its size it? 
the United States will have as pure water 
as Louisville. 

Carping critics and political dema- 
gogues have for years used our water 
supply as a basis of attack against the 
various city administrations. Just the 
same the Louisville Water Company 
Directors pursued the even tenor of their 
way, yet always striving to attain the de- 
sired end— a water supply as nearly pure 
as possible. They had many difficulties 
to overcome, but it is believed that all 
the puzzling problems have been solved, 
and cow the filter plant is almost ready 
to begin operations. The Ohio river, 
expert chemists will tell you, is peculiar 
to itself. There is no river or lake in the 
country that has the same amount or 
character of suspended matter. These 
deleterious substances had to be elimi- 
nated. How? was the question. Filtra- 
tion plants have long been in operation 
in the New England and Central States 
of the Hast, but the methods in operation 
there would not apply here. In 1897 the 
Directors of the Louisville Water Com- 
pany took aefinite steps toward the erec- 
tion of its filter plant, and from that time 
to this the work has progressed steadily. 
At first the experimental stages bad to be 
gone through. Many different methods 
had to be tried before success was as 
sured. At last a perfect method was 
found. Then it was taken into consid- 
eration that the city waa growing. Fif- 
teen million gallons of water would sup- 
ply the city's daily needs when the filter 
was begun, but the Board of Directors 
e far-seeing enough to know that 
a larger supply would be necessary very 
soon. Therefore they arranged to have 
the filter plant so constructed that it 
would have a daily capacity of 40,000,000 
gallons, and this can be readily increased 
to 80,000,000, because the Directors be- 
lieve that Louisville will within the 
course of the next decade have a popula- 
tion of 500.000. 

Like pioneers making their way 
through a forest, the Louisville Water 
Company has had to blaze a way in se- 
curing its filter plant. Its chemists and 
civil engineers have marked out a path for 
others to follow. Every city, town and 
hamlet from Pittsburg to Cairo that 
borders on the Ohio will be benefited 
by the investigations made by the Louis- 
ville Water Company, because soccer or 
later all will have to have pure, filtered 
water, and it is this company that has 
shown the way. True it has cost |1,250,000 
but what is. that to the saving of human 
life? If the filtered water prevents one 
death from typhoid fevi-r that amount of 
money is well spent. 

Be it remembered, tto, that this 
amount of money has been spent in 
Louisville wherever practicable. If 
Louisville contractors had the facilities 
tor doing the work they got the contract, 
and if Louisville mechanics were skilled 
enough they wore given preference over 
those from outside. True it is that much 
of the machinerv is new and had to be 
purchased elsewhere, or else it had to 
be especially designed and manufactured 
Blue priuta had to 'be made showing 
every bolt and rivet.

IRISH SCIENTIST 



James Butler Burke, Most 
Talked-cf Man in Europe 
at Present. 



Jamea Butler Eurke, the most talked-of 
scientist in Europe today, is an Irishman 
by birth and education. He came to 
Cavendish LabraU>ry, Cambridge, • 
couple of years since from Trinity 
College, Dublin, to pursue his studies 
and experiment in bacteriology. Three 
years ago he turned his attention to the 
problem of spontaneous generation. 

"Observing that radium bad several 
qualities in common with cyonogen," 
he said, "which Pfluger declared had 
elements of lifo, while radium has 
energy of very much higher magnitude, 
I began experimenting with it. ! tried 
radium with sterilized bouillon, the ordi- 
nary culture medium, placing them 
together in a test tube, tbe^radium being 
in actual contact with thejbouillon. After 
a couple of days I got these cultures." 

Prof. Burke showed photographs mag- 
nified of cultures which were mere glob- 
ular dots. "Sub-cultures of these were 
made," he continued, "and, although 
seen to grow, they don't grow like 
bacteria. They are soluble in water 
bacteria are not. That goes far to dis- 
pose of the suggestion that they result 
from imperfect sterilization of the me 
dium. Then, when you examine them 
through a microscope, theyjshow indica- 
tion of growth and segregation. When 
they reach a certain size they subdivide 
which shows they are not crystals either 
Possibly they area primitive Jform of life, 

"Nearly everythingl is radioactive- 
even the earth itself — and infsome suita 
ble medium life may ha ve£ originated in 
that way. What has been done suggests 
vitality. Besides, if rayfconclusions and 
those of those who bave|examined them 
be correct, they fit in exactly with Her- 
bert Spencer'a definition of life: 'The 
continuous adjustment of internal to ex< 
ternal relations,' and are a consistent 
emphasis on the'need of adapting the 
organism to its environment. I am pur 
auing my investigations,|and will publish 
a more ambitious report soon."

Irish-American, when it hsils bim with 
"Ad mnltos annos," bnt voices the 
wishes of his many friends, not only in 
Louisville, but all over America and in 
Ireland. It would be bard to tell any- 
thing new about Pat Bannon. He ha. 
lived and labored .0 long in Louisville, 
and bas been so much identified with tbe 
city', interests, that tbe ordinary events 
in hi. life .re known to the u ajority of 
our people. Yet there are many young 
Irish-American, growing up who need to 
be reminded occasionally that they have 
before them a model, and Pat Bannon 
ha. been a model Irish-American, a 
model Kentucki.n, a model b .. . . ] 1*2 
father, a model citizen, a model business 
man, a model employer, and greater 
than all of these, a model Catholic. 

Born in Killongh, County Down, Ire- 
land, on July 12, 18'J4, tbe anniversary 
of tbe battle of the Boyne Water, young 
Bannon grew up amid snrroundiuga that 
taught him thrift as NrSTJ n« honesty and 
industry. At an early age he became a 
plasterer's apprentice and learned orna- 
mental plastering under tbe tutelage of 
bis stepfather, William Campbell, where 
he worked at his trade until 1848, when 
he came to America, landing in New 
Orleana. Thence he went to Cincinnati, 
where he followed the trade of ornu- 
mental plasterer, and was better than 
the best iu his line. One year after 
reaching America Pat Bannon made his 
first visit to Louisville. He was em- 
ployed to plaster the Baptist church at 
Fourth and Walnut streets. A year 
later, 1850, he returned to Louisville to 
plaster the Cathedral of the Assumption, 
then in course of erection. Tbis work 
occupied some time snd tbe young 
Irish tradesman saw that Louisville was 
a prosperous and growing town. He 
nettled down and went into business here 
in that year and has been continuously 
successful ever since. 

Two year, after hi. advent to Louis- 
ville Mr. Bannon began tbe manufacture 
of ornamental terra cotta in a .mail way 
and gradually branched out iu the burn- 
ing of day. and sewer pipe. From th.t 
time to the preaent he bas been success- 
ful in every business venture be ever 
undertook. In 1&90 be began tbe manu- 
facture of vitrified brick for streets and 
roadway., and established . plant at 
Ninth and Magnolia avenue. This plant 
and hi. awer pipe pl.nt at Thirteenth 
and Lexington .re among tbe largest 
manufactorie. in Louisville. 

P.t Bannon, as bis old friends love to 
call him, was married to Miss Louise E. 
Smith in 1860. She was a daughter of 
Early Smith, of Jefferson county, and 
was a member of one of Kentucky's old 
est and beat families. For seventeen 
years she proved a loving consort and 
dutiful helpmate, but died in 1877. In 
1880 Mr. Basnou married a second time, 
but in 1003 be was sgain robbed of his 
consort by de.th. Seven children were 
the result of bis first union. His living 
children are Mr*. Edward O'Connor and 
Mr*. Robert L. Burrell, both of Louis 
ville; Mr*. P. A. Hardesty, of Corinth, 
Mis..; M. J. Bannon, R. B. Ban- 
non and Pat Bannon, Jr. The last 
three named, hi. sons, are asso- 
ciated with tbeir father in business, 
and are following cloae upon bis exam- 
ple. Both firm, were incorporated in 
1902-the P. B»nnon Sewer Pipe Com- 
pany, with P. Bannon, Sr., President; 
M. J. B.nnon, Vice-Prerident; H. M. 
Woltring, Secretary, and R. B. Bannon, 
Treasurer, while the officer, of tbe Ken- 
tucky VitHfied Brick Company are P. 
Bannon, Sr., President; M. J, Bannon, 
Vice- President; R. L. Burrell, Secretary, 
and P. Bannon, Jr., Treasurer. 

Mr. Bannon received a visit tbis week 
from Joaeph Steele, of Memphis, Tenn., 
from whom was purchased the site of the 
pipe works. Mr. Steele formerly worked 
for Mr. Bannon. but moved to Memphis 
in 1880.
